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Abstract 

Racket for Ball Games and Production Process 

5 The present invention relates to an improved racket for ball games, in particular a tennis 
racket, squash racket, badminton racket, racquet ball racket or paddle tennis racket 
comprising a frame consisting of a racket head and a handle portion connected thereto and 
being formed of a frame profile, wherein the racket head defines a stringing plane. The 
frame profile comprises four trough-shaped depressions which are arranged opposite to 
10 one another in pairs and essentially symmetrical with respect to the longitudinal axis of the 
racket. The depressions are preferably formed in the area between two o'clock and four 
o'clock and/or eight o'clock and ten o'clock on the racket head. Particularly preferably, the 
positions are at about three o'clock and/or nine o'clock. The racket of the present invention 
thus exhibits particularly advantageous ball control characteristics.
